1 AFTER ENCOURAGEMENT AND GUIDANCE FROM THE CONSUL GENERAL, III 
CORPS CG LTG NGUYEN VAN MINH ISSUED A DIRECTIVE TO HIS ARVN 
COMMANDERS AND PROVINCE CHIEFS, INSTRUCTING THEM ON HOW TO 
REQUEST 

AND FACILITATE AN ICCS INVESTIGATION. 

2. TEXT FOLLOWS: " IN ORDER THAT THE ICCS MAY CONDUCT FAVORABLE 
INSPECTIONS AT THE SITES OF NVA VIOLATIONS AGAINST THE CEASE- FIRE, 
HQ III CORPS AND MR 3 WOULD LIKE TO EMPHASIZE THAT YOU TAKE 
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APPROPRIATE STEPS AND USE THE PROPER PROCEDURE WHEN A REQUEST 
IS SUBMITTED TO THE ICCS FOR AN INVESTIGATION. 

" 1 . NECESSARY FACTORS FOR A REQUEST TO INVESTIGATE INCLUDE: 

A. THE VIOLATION IS AN OVERT MILITARY ATTACK ( IT IS 
IMPOSSIBLE FOR THE ICCS TO INVESTIGATE TERRORIST ACTS UNLESS THE 
CULPRIT IS DETAINED). 

B. THERE IS CONCRETE PROOF THAT THE NVA OR THE VC 

HAVE COMMITTED THE VIOLATION ( FOR EXAMPLE: UNIFORMS ON CAPTURED 
OR KILLED SOLDIERS). 

C. THE INVESTIGATION MAY BE CONDUCTED IN AN AREA 
WHERE ICCS MEMBERS WILL INCUR NO SIGNIFICANT PERSONAL RISKS. 

D. THE VIOLATIONS TAKE PLACE IN AN AREA WHERE THE 
INVESTIGATION MAY BE HELD IMMEDIATELY AFTER THE VIOLATION. 

E. THERE ARE AUTHORIZED WITNESSES AVAILABLE FOR 
INTERVIEWS. 

F. THERE ARE NO FABRICATIONS OF SITES AND FACTS. 

"2. NECESSARY CONDITIONS DURING AN INVESTIGATION INCLUDE: 

A. ICCS INVESTIGATING TEAMS SHOULD NOT MAKE CONTACT 
WITH THE GENERAL POPULATION, AS THIS MAY CREATE A DANGEROUS 
SITUATION. 

B. ICCS TEAMS ARE AUTHORIZED TO INTERVIEW WITNESSES. 

C. LOCAL AUTHORITIES WILL PREPARE AND SUBMIT A FORMAL 
REPORT TO THE ICCS TEAM. 

D. PROVIDE ICCS TEAMS WITH FACT SHEETS CONSISTING OF 
APPROPRIATE FACTORS, FOR EXAMPLE: NUMBER AND NAMES OF CASUALTIES, 
TIME OF ATTACK AND UNIT ATTACKED. 

E. ALL OF THE PROOFS OF THE VIOLATION, SUCH AS FRAGMENTS, 

BODIES AND WEAPONS, MUST BE LEFT UNTOUCHED. 

F. THE INVESTIGATION AREA MUST BE TEMPORARILY BLOCKED 
OFF. NO ONE WILL BE PERMITTED TO ENTER THE AREA UNTIL THE ICCS 
TEAM ARRIVES, IN ORDER TO PROTECT THE EVIDENCE OF THE COMMUNIST 
VIOLATIONS." END TEXT.
